experience, said she could hear her 
husband and relatives talking and 
mourning her death. But she was 
powerless, unable to move,

She lived in fear of a repetition 
of the experience and shortly be­ 
fore her death insisted every 
pre­ 
caution be taken the second time 
to prevent a recurrence of a ”liv- 
ing death.”

SINGAPORE (U P)—The Siamese 
m inistry of defense will stage a 
big elephant hunt next March or 
April.

shall net be called to sacrifice their

policy of unpreparedness. 
In advocating defensive prepara­ 
tion in keeping with the position of

N ations larges and sm all are 
in­ 
creasing their arm s.

If we build up to th a t minimum 
now, it will not be because we seek 
a crisis, but because th e surest way

GRAYS HARBOR, Wash. (UP)] 
—Visions of tuna canning, a new 
industry with a non-competitive 
market and one that far over* 
shadows salmon canning in rev* 
erat ways, are Included in euro 
rent harbor speculation. 
Lack of assurance of a con* 
stant tuna eupply ie the only 
dark cloud on the horizon, local 
fishermen say. 
There are several 
Grays Harbor canneries that could 
be converted 
into 
tuna-packing 
with little difficulty—even though 
the tuna must be packed in oil. 
Several cannerymen have said 
they “would start in a minute” if 
they were assured of an annual 
supply. 
A trolling vessel which recently 
discharged 18,000 pounds of tuna 
reported great schools of the fish 
approximately 25 miles off shore. 
There, 
they 
said, 
the 
Japanese 
current 
seems to run and the 
tuna can be 
seen 
in countless 
thousands. 
Trollermen using makeshift gear 
can only take the smaller fish, 
but larger tuna were reported in 
abundance. 
Larger fish are usu­ 
ally taken with live halt which la 
kept In tanks and thrown over* 
side when a vessel Is ready for 
the haul. 
The tuna become so 
eager to bite that they snap a t 
bare hooks.

SIMPLE ATTACK ON PROBLEM 


Introduction of a course in traffic prob­ 
lems and highway safety at the University 
of South Carolina has started a train of 
events, not entirely unpremeditated, which 
gives promise of a substantial reduction 
in the auto death rate in this southern state. 
Started last summer, the course was in­ 
tended especially for high school instructors 
and it was completed by a large number of 
them. 
Returning to their high schools the teach­ 
ers then taught courses there. 
They were 
qualified to instruct on such topics as limita­ 
tions, responsibilities, and duties of pedes­ 
trians and drivere; the causes of accidents 
and possible remedies; sound driving prac­ 
tices and traffic laws; the place of the auto­ 
mobile in present day life. 
Following the completion of their high 
school course the students were organized 
into groups of safety teachers and now are 
available as driving instructors for citizens 
throughout South Carolina. 
Nothing could be simpler or more funda­ 
mental than this attack on the traffic acci­ 
dent problem. Probably none could be bet­ 
ter for long-range improvement. 


SHADES OF CARRIE NATION 


The average laymen will find it a little 
difficult to understand the action of 15 
Protestant ministers in Alton, 111., in deliver­ 
ing resolutions from their pulpits which 
praised the feats of Alton’s “lady with the 
ax”. 
The deeds of Mrs. Irene Kite, on the sur­ 
face, might appear to be admirable, even if 
not legal. 
Mrs. Kite sallied forth with an 
ax, after the style of Carrie Nation, marched 
into seven of the city’s taverns and proceeded 
to demolish various and sundry slot ma­ 
chines, leaving a trail of dimes, quarters and 
nickels. 
Carrie Nation and Irene Kite are differ­ 
ent in the fact that'while the former crusad­ 
ed against vice for vice’s sake, Mrs. Kite goes 
around smashing slot machines because her 
gambler husband is not allowed to operate 
his own dice game. 
She admits this fact. 
If Mr. Kite can’t be in on the Alton gambling 
racket, then as long as she can wield an ax, 
no one else is going to have the privilege. 
The ministers probably justify their praise 
under the reasoning that any tool is right­ 
eous in a good cause. 
However, it would be more understand­ 
able if they would influence their congrega­ 
tions to clean up Alton’s vice situation for 
more admirable reasons. 


REPUBLICAN CONGRESSIONAL 
CONFERENCE 


The Republicans of the nineteenth district 
will have a conference, with some 1500 dele­ 
gates representing every precinct in the 
three counties in the district. 
It is announced that the purpose of the 
conference is to discuss condidates. 
In order to discuss candidates intelligent­ 
ly, it will be necessary to discuss funda­ 
mentals. 
If it is the purpose of the confer­ 
ence to try to select a man with tho idea 
that he can be elected no matter what he 
stands for or promises, the conference will 
be of little value. 
It makes no difference 
whether the Republicans are successful in 
electing a congressman, unless they stand for 
principles which will make it possible for 
workers to get jobs and raise their standard 
of living. 
The last 25 years has been a continuous 
contest between the two parties, as to which 
could out-promise the other in order to get 
elected. And the ability to promise has been 
developing very rapidly during the last few 
years. 
\\ e know of some delegates who have 
been elected to the conference who believe, 
and we think rightly, that the conference 
should not simply attempt to select a man 
with the idea only of electing him; that 
the conference should stand for principles 
and go down to defeat if the man cannot be 
elected on these principles. 
The Republican party has lost prestige 
among consistent thinkers during the last 
few years because it has not had a con­ 
structive program or platform. If we are to 
again establish practical democracy, it will 
be necessary for some group to have a little 
backbone and stand for lasting principles 
instead of attempting to secure office by 
sycophantic methods.

su p p osing th a t to live in com m u nion w ith th e in e f­ 
fab le v a lu e s o f the sp irit, to spend on e’s se lf u tte rly 
in s a c rific e an d devotion, is a lot reserv ed fo r a c h o s­ 
en few , fo r an a risto cra cy o f genius, fo r th o se who 
will be ran k e d in h isto ry am o n g th e m ig h ty o r the 
g rea t. 
“I h av e seen it in m y own life ,” he s a y s : 


"A lo n g th e com m on w a y s I have w alk ed w ith 
m en and w om en— you w ould not know th em from 
th e cro w d — I have w alk ed w ith m en an d w om en 
who had m ade the ch o ice o f T y ch o B ra h e . 
T h e y 
had m ad e it in hum bler fo rm s, by love, by g e n tle ­ 
ness, b y sw eetness, by d evotion , by s a c rific e o f 
se lf w ith in the narrow c ir c le of th e h o m e; bu t, 
he it sa id to th eir u n d y ing glory, th ey had m ade 
It, none th e less.”
